Homecoming  Well 

Attended 

The  annual  ahinini  lioinecoiiiing. 
held  ill  the  fall  of  the  year  for  the 
first  time  this  Novemher,  was  well 
attended  and  justified  the  change 
made  by  the  alumni  at  their  meet- 
ing last  spring,  when  the  annual 
homecoming  was  changed  from  tlie 
spring  to  the  fall. 

Varnado  Hall  was  crowded 
throughout  the  morning  with  reg- 
istration, coffee,  and  open  house 
being  scheduled  from  9:00  until 
11  :()0.  Alumni  poured  in  from  both 
near  and  far.  representing  classes 
from  the  early  nineties  to  those 
just   graduated   this  past  summer. 

The  parade  moved  off  promptly 
at  9:30,  and  it  made  a  beautiful 
spectacle  with  its  variety  of  floats 
and  decorations,  the  Homecoming 
Queen  and  her  maids  of  honor,  the 
band  and  Demonettes,  the  officials, 
and  the  students,  all  preceded  by 
the  National  Flag  and  the  North- 
western Flag  with  the  accompany- 
ing color  guard  formed  by  mem- 
bers of  the  ROTC. 

The  events  of  the  day  were 
rather  crowded  and  required  ex- 
act timing,  since  there  were  nu- 
merous events;  yet  everything 
moved  off  with  clock-like  preci- 
sion. The  Alumni  Luncheon,  the 
largest  in  several  years,  began 
promptly  at  12:00  o'clock. 

With  Alumni  President  Joe 
Webb  presiding,  the  program 
and  the  business  session  of  the 
Alumni  were  dispatched  in  plenty 
of  time  for  the  dedication  of  the 
library  building  to  Miss  Scharlie 
E.  Russell  and  the  dedication  of 
the  Sam  J.  Sibley  Drive  at  1:10 
and  1:25  P.  M.  respectively.  This 
permitted  everyone  to  reach  the 
stadium  in  plenty  of  time  for  the 
pre-game  exercises  and  the  kick- 
off  for  the  football  game. 

To  make  the  day  a  complete  suc- 
cess, the  Demons  won  their  game 
with  Southwestern  Louisiana  In- 
stitute Bulldogs. 

Following  the  game  many  soror- 
ities and  fraternities  held  open 
house  for  their  returning  alumni; 
the  Graduate  N  Club  held  its  an- 
nual social  meeting  at  the  Natchi- 
toches Recreation  Center;  and 
later  in  the  evening,  the  Home- 
coming Ball  was  held  in  the  Stu- 
dent Center,  with  the  rhythmic 
Demonaires  furnishing  the  music 
for  the  occasion.

Thomas  was  a  member  of  the 
varsity  basketball  team  under 
Coach  Prather's  tutelage  in  1939- 
40  and  1940-41.

Thomas  received  the  B.  S.  De- 
gree in  Health  and  Physical  Edu- 
cation at  N.  S.  C.  in  1941.  and  the 
M.  S.  Degree  at  Louisiana  State 
University  in  1949.  He  came  to  the 
College  from  Bastrop,  where  he 
had  been  serving  as  head  coach 
since  his  return  from  service  at 
the  end  of  World  War  II. 

Thomas  is  married  and  has  four 
children,  Charles  William 
"Chuck",  Elizabeth  Birtel  "Boo 
Tee,"  Patricia  Tina,  and  Luke  Ed- 
ward. Mrs.  Thomas  is  the  former

Demon  Prospects  Uncertain 

Prospects  for  a  winning  club  in 
conference  basketball  this  season 
are  problematical.  This  is  due  to 
the  fact  that,  with  the  exception  of 
a  starting  five,  substitutes  are  in- 
experienced in  college  competi- 
tion. 

Of  the  seventeen  men  on  the 
squad  that  will  wear  the  Purple 
and  White  this  year,  eight  are 
freshmen  and  two  are  sophomores. 
This  means  that  only  seven  squad- 
men  have  any  varsity  experience. 
The  performance  of  these  seven 
will,  in  a  large  measure,  deter- 
mine the  ability  of  the  team  to 
cope  with  other  conference  teams, 
many  of  whom  are  loaded  with  ex- 
perienced  varsity   players. 

Early  work-outs  indicate  that  the 
starting  five  will  be  composed  of 
Hershal  McConathy,  Johnny  Mc- 
Conathy,  and  Linwood  Outz,  start- 
ers last  season,  with  Artie  Ranew 
and  James  Yergler.  who  played  on 
the  varsity  club  last  year,  com- 
pleting  the   line-up. 

Pender,  a  senior,  and  Davis,  a 
freshman,  will  most  probably  get 
the  early  call  for  substitutes;  how- 
ever, there  are  others  on  the  squad 
who  are  rapidly  rounding  into 
shape  and  will  offer  keen  competi- 
tion before  the  season  gets  very  far 
along. 

The  Demons  will  get  their  first 
test  of  the  season  when  they  meet 
the  Lamar  College  of  Technology 
in  a  two-game  series  on  December 
4-5,  one  game  being  played  on 
each  team's  court.  These  two  games 
will  be  followed  bv  a  two-game 
series  with  Southeastern  Oklahoma 
on  December  11-12  on  the  Demon 
hardwood  court.
